Want an easy way to control aphids, lygus bugs, flea 
hoppers, small worms, and assorted insects? Buy a gal- 
lon of ladybugs. You'll get about 135,000 of the vora- 
cious ladies. 

Each ladybug needs about 45 insects to keep it alive 
for a day. If allowed to multiply without interruption, 
each will produce 15 young within two weeks. Going 
price is around $8 a gallon. 


(ood red-spider news 


Some of the most hopeful insecticide news in years 
comes from England. Boots Chemical Company work- 
ers have developed an excellent control for red spider. 

One spraying of the new material protected apple 
trees from red spiders all last summer. Sprayed trees 
remained free of red spiders even when growing be- 
tween unsprayed trees that were brown with red-spider 
damage. 

Ihe chemical, a chlorinated hydrocarbon, seems to 
work equally well on pansies, primroses, snapdragons, 
carnations, violas, and snap beans. 

Unlike many promising red-spider controls, it is safe 
to handle. It seems no more toxic to warm-blooded 
animals than common table salt. It will be marketed 
in England this year. 


Long chemical, short plants 


A chemical with a long, long name may help us grow 
shorter plants. 

U.S.D.A. workers have found several compounds 
that shorten plants. Treated pole beans assumed the 
habit of bush beans. ‘Tall chrysanthemum varieties 
grew so short they looked as though they were pinched 
back several times. Even trees like oaks and elms were 
checked in growth. 

The chemicals act by shortening the internodes of 
the plants. One of the best being studied by the 
U.S.D.A. is called Amo-1618. This is short for—take a 
deep breath -(4-hydroxy-5-isopropyl-2-methyl phen- 
yl) trimethyl ammonium chloride, I piperidine car- 
boxylate. No wonder it stunts plants! 


New antibiotic attacks plant fungus 


We've recently discovered antibiotics to control bac- 
icrial diseases of plants, but none to control fungus. 
Now the University of Wisconsin reports that an an- 
tibiotic called Oligomycin does attack fungus diseases 
of plants. Because Oligomycin retains its effectiveness 
in the soil, it may prove to be a superior control for 
damping-off, a fungus disease of seedlings.

|). you peer through a murky windshield 
every time it rains, but neglect to do anything 
about it when the sun shines? Fortunately, your 
car's windshield wipers are easily maintained; if 
you like to tinker, you can repair them yourself 

Phere are three types of windshield-wiper sys- 
tems. ‘The wipers can be run on electricity, on 
suction from the intake manifold, or on suction 
from the manifold that has been boosted by the 
fuel pump 


Facuum wipers. ‘his system is most Common on 
older cars. The pistons ol your engine on the in- 
take stroke create a “suction” or negative pres- 


sure in your engine. A small hole is drilled in the 


intake manifold (a distributing pipe for all the 
evlinders), and a rubber hose is attached onto the 
manifold and to a wiper ‘motor,’ usually mount- 
ed in the engine compartment. In the wiper

You can be riding along in the rain, 
and when you need clear vision the most, your 
wipers slow down! This, indeed, is a cause for

Llectric wipers are normally trou- 
ble-free and Operate at a given 
speed regardless of the load on your 
engine. They make small demands 
on the bate ry 

Thus, either by electrical powet 
or by suction, the shaft of either the 
electrical motor or the vacuum 
motor is driven or rotated. This ro- 
tation is transmitted to the wiper 
arms by mechanical linkages or by 
cables. If your wiper motor oper- 
ates but the wiper arms do not 
move, the trouble will always be in 
this linkage. Fortunately, it is gen- 
erally trouble-free 

If the speed of your wiper arms 
is Satisfactory, how is the “sweep”? 
“Sweep” merely detines the arc in 
which your wiper blades travel 
They may be riding too high on the 
windshield and leaving an unwiped 
area in your line of vision. To adjust 
this “sweep” up or down or to the 
right or lett. remove the entire arm 
from the shaft. You will see that ser- 
rations on the end of the shaft match 
up with internal serrations on the 
hub of the wiper arm. Just replace 
the arm on the shaft after turning it 
a few notches or serrations in the 
direc tion desired

Check arm tension 


With the speed and * sweep of 
the svstem checked, your troubles 
can only be with arm tension or a 
poor blade. When you lift the arm 
and blade away trom the wind- 
shield, it should snap back to indi- 
cate proper tension. If it doesn’t 
puta drop of oil on the wiper arm 
at the hub or end of the shaft. I 
you wish to be precise, hook a matl 
scale to the arm, and it should re- 
quire a tension of four ounces to pull 
the arm and blade away [rom the 
windshield. If the tension is less, 
the arm should be replaced. You 
should examine the blade and re- 
place it af the rubber lips are in 
poo! condition Ol show Weal and 
unevenness 

In making any tests on the wind- 
shield wipers of your car, never run 
the wipers on a dry windshield, and 
never turn on an. electric motor 
when the wipers are stuck in ice on 
the windshield. Both of these oper- 
ations increase the strain on the 
system and are guaranteed to raise 
your repall bills. For checking you 
can cither slide a sheet of paper 
over the entire windshield and un- 
der the blade. or puta paper “boot” 
on the wiper blades themselves

You can check the 
switch by either crossing both ter- 
minals with a screwdriver or con- 
necting a wire from the batters 
directly to the wiper motor. If the 
motor operates with the switch by- 
passed, only the switch needs re- 
placement. If the wiring is satisfac- 
tory, your motor is probably burned 
out and will have to be replaced 
Burning out of the motor is often 
caused by abuse of the wiper sys- 
tem: chietly, trying to operate the 
motor when the wiper blades are 
stuck in ice or snow on the wind- 
shield. We repeat: Be sure to free 
them before turning on the switch. 


Start at manifold 


If you're tracing trouble with a 
vacuum wiper, start at the intake 
manifold. Pull the rubber tubing 
ott and see if you have suction at 
this point with the engine running 
If there is carbon clogging the hole, 
this must be reamed out with a 
Sharp instrument or a pipe cleaner. 
If you have suction at this point, 
replace the tubing and remove it at 
the wiper-motor inlet. If you have 
good suction at the wiper motor, 
your tubing is not leaking. If there 
is suction at the wiper motor, and 
if the control cable is intact and is 
opening the valve at the motor 
wn you turn it “on.” then the

‘Then a new baby arrived—and 
I found myself with an utterly de- 
pendent 11-year-old on my hands 
It took a long time before we both 
discovered that she was a much 
happier and better-adjusted little 
girl when she had her own share of 
responsibility than she had ever 
been when she was treated as a 
privileged character.” 

Parents who change from the 
“wrong” way of handling then 
children to the “right” way, are 
apt to find themselves in real dif 
ficulty. For the child who has been 
privileged all his life finds it diff- 
cult to understand why he must 
suddenly do without the accus- 
tomed amount of indulgence and 
help. Often he will take the sudden 
reversal of policy as a sign that his 
parents no longer love him 

The result is apt to be a turbu- 
lent mixture of severity and laxity 
of affection and desperation, that 
leaves both parent and child con- 
fused and exhausted. 


Explain policy change 

The only wise course for parents 
to follow when they change from 
privileging to middle-of-the-road 
common sense, is not to become 
bitter or cross, not to make threats 
or counterattacks, but explain the 
reason for the change in policy 

Sadder, however, than the case 
of the parent who discovers late 
that privileging is bad for his child, 
is the one who never discovers it 

A middle-aged father who had 
raised a completely “privileged 
character,” recently expressed his 
bitter disappointment in his son 
and wondered why his child had 
turned out as he had. ‘“‘P?’ve done 
everything in my power for that 
boy; yet, look at him! Kicked out 
of two colleges, and has never 
earned a nickel in his life.” 

When Billy took his new jack- 
knife to school and promptly had it 
taken away from him by the prin- 
cipal, he asked his mother to go to 
school and get it back for him. A 
little investigation on her part, 
however, revealed that Billy had 
broken a school rule, and the knife 
remained in the principal’s desk 
until June 

Jimmy, however, who used up 
his allowance before the end of the 
week, then was given an extra sum 
by a doting father to buy a coveted 
water pistol, learned nothing. 

In other words, sparing the child 
the consequences of his own acts 
where the results are within his own 
experience, power, or control 
gives him a false idea of the world 
into which he will grow. 


Overindulgence wrong answer 
Under certain circumstances, it 
is doubly difficult for parents not to 
privilege a child unduly. Young- 
sters who are sickly or delicate, 
strikingly handsome, or “‘onlies,”’ 
seem to call forth extra protective-

As others see him 


The Browns had raised three girls 
according to the book, but when 
little Neddie came along, they de- 
cided that they wanted him to grow 
up “naturally” and to “exercise 
his individuality.” 

At 10, his parents were delighted 
with their son’s precocity, his self- 
reliance, his ability to discuss mat- 
ters on an adult level. 

His teachers, however, needed 
only one word to describe him 
“dithicult.”” He did not get along 
well with the other students. He 
was selfish, self-centered, and un- 
happy unless he was the center of 
attention. Guests who came to his 
home for an evening—and who 
had already tucked their own 
youngsters in bed—learned to brace 
themselves for a full evening of 
“litthe Neddie.”’ And mothersofchil- 
dren in his neighborhood dreaded 
to see him come in their yards. 

Fortunately, there are few par- 
ents who deliberately set out to 
raise children like Neddie. But 
there are many who have seen the 
aftermath of overprivileging—and 
wonder how they can avoid similar 
mistakes with their own children. 


Earning freedom 

The father of six children, rang- 
ing in age from 5 to 17, says, “We 
don’t give our kids privileges—they 
earn them. They know that the more 
reliable and trustworthy they are, 
the more freedom they will have 
We also have a standing rule at our 
house that if a child ‘takes’ a privi- 
lege he does not deserve, some other 
privilege he has already won will be 
denied him. You’d be surprised 
how well the system works.” 

“Be consistent,” is the advice of 
one mother with four children. “If

allergic to a food he has eaten. In 
any event, if the vomiting persists, 
simple measures may be used to 
stop it. Don’t let him have any food 
or drink for at least three hours. 
Give him cracked ice to suck. 

A simple home remedy that is 
usually effective is the syrup from 
which ‘“‘cokes”’ are made at a soda 
fountain. A child of 5 can have a 
teaspoonful of the syrup every 15 
minutes for 3 doses (proportion- 
ately less for the smaller child). If 
vomiting recurs within three hours, 
let him have another dose. 


Rash 


When your child suddenly 
breaks out with a rash, he may 
only be coming down with hives or 
poison ivy or chicken pox. But if 
he looks ill and has a high fever, it 
may be the beginning of a more se- 
rious illness. 

If your child is subject to hives, 
you will probably recognize them 
when they occur. They appear as 
red blotches, small or large, with 
white areas in the center. They 
come and go, and they itch. Often 
the parent knows of a particular 
food, like strawberries, that will al- 
ways give the child hives. 


Coma 


If your child suddenly goes into 
a coma and has an unnatural deep 
sleep from which you cannot arouse 
him, the situation is a serious one. 


Coma is due to a disturbance of 


the brain. It may be an infection 
like encephalitis or meningitis, or 
it may be a mass pressing on the 
brain, as in hemorrhage following 
a skull injury. It may be chemical 
in origin, due to poisoning, acido- 
sis, or severe diabetes 

You can help the doctor if you 
recall whether your child had an 
unusual fall or possibly took medi- 
cation or poison by mistake. If the 
child is a diabetic, the presumption 
is that it is a chemical coma. 

In the case of coma, summon the 
doctor at once. If you cannot get in 


touch with him, it may be wise to 
take the child to a hospital for 
observation and treatment. Notify 
your doctor where the child is. 


Convulsion 

An experience that is thoroughly 
frightening to a mother is to see her 
child seized with a convulsion. 
Terrified in her anxiety to help the 
child, she often does the wrong 
thing. A few precautions should 
help guard against mistakes. 

First, bear in mind that a child 
rarely dies in convulsive seizure. I 
have seen hundreds of children in 
convulsions, and have never seen 
one die in a convulsion at the outset 
of any illness. As a matter of fact, 
the spasms are usually over by the 
time the doctor arrives. The danger 
is not so much in the convulsive 
seizure as in the disease of which it 
is a symptom. 


How to recognize convulsion 


Some parents mistake a tantrum 
for a convulsion. In the latter, the 
stricken child twists and jerks. At 
first, the arms or legs may twitch 
involuntarily. The face then has 
spasmodic movements, and the 
child develops a vacant stare. Usu- 
ally he loses consciousness. The 
body stiffens and becomes in- 
volved in short, jerky motions, the 
eyes roll upward, and often there is 
drooling. 

In a few minutes, the movements 
cease, the child becomes limp, 
perspires profusely, and then falls 
off into a deep sleep. 


Call doctor for any convulsion 

Even if the attack has been a 
brief one, it must not be ignored. 
It may be the forerunner of a 
dangerous illness, and the convul- 
sive attacks may recur. So call your 
doctor immediately,
